WashHincTon, February 7.—In the senate, 
Mr. Waliba}l, from the committee on public 
lands, reported back adversely the bill for for- 
feiture of railrcad land grants in Florida. 

The senate being about to take up house 
bills on the ealendar, Mr. Hawley moved to 
pioceea to the consideration of the bill to en- 
courage the manufacture of steel for modern 
army ordnance,armor and other army purposes 
and to provide heavy crdnance adapted to mod- 
ern sriny warfure.

He intended to offer an amendment to the bill, 


ressly reserving to the governmen 
United States full and unqualified rights aud 
privileges in any railroad or canal across the 
isthmus of Tehauntepee which were secured to 
the United States by article 8 of the en 
treaty of 1853. 


Another objection which he had to the bill 
was that he regarded the rates of toll fixed in 
the concession as too high; for instance, $5 per 
cubic metre of freight, 315 per passenger aud 
one per cent of the value of silver in bars or 
coin, gold and precious stones. He did not see 
any advantage which the government of the 
United States was to get in exchange for this 
charter, but still he. was willing to vote for it; 
provided the amendment which he suggested 
was put in the body of the charter. He was 
willing to unite with the senator from Mis- 
souri, who had charge of this bill (Vest,) aud 
with every republican and democrat, 
to, say to those who threw themselves 
back on the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. We have 
bad just as much of that as we intend to stand. 
You desired that treaty for the purpose of 
mekipg us enter into an agreement with you 
which nulified the Monroe do 'trine. 

In 1825, he seid, when the Mosroe doctrine 
was promulgated, the firstact of the British 
government was to go to Belize and convert 
a privilege which she had, to cut and saw log- 
wood, into a right of sovereignty in that part 
of Ler Honduras and crowned a miserable, 
filthy, wretched, ignorant Indian as king of 
Pclize, and after he had abbreviated his life by 
crunken saturnalia and was about to leave 
this mundane sphere he bestowed his royal 
honors, by bequest, on a subaltern Eaglisa 
cflicer, then in Beliza, whe then became king. 
That was intended to bea conspicuous affront 
to the American people, who had been boasting 
great respect and reverence for the famous 
‘Monroe doctrine and a great determinatiun to 
support it. Great Britain had flouted tae 
Uuited States in the face with that “Saas 
Culotte.’ Of an Indian, crowning him on 
American soilas a response to the enunciation 


of the Monroe doctrine. He hoped that 
the people of the United States, had, at 
lest arrived at that point of 


cetcrmination when they would say to the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain: “Whatever is essential 
for us to have, in the way of transit across this 
Isthmus, for the passage of our armies, our 
ships, our merchandise and our coastwise trade, 
that we are entitled to in natural justice and 
that we will have.’ Whoever undertook, he 
said, to cut through the isthmus and convert it 
intoa part of the high seas, must first ascer- 
tain from the United States government 
whether it was entirely compatible with 
American interests and wishes that it should 


be done. A line cut through 
the isthmus would constitute, in 
point of fact, a part of the coast lias 


of the United States and it ought to constitute 
it in point of Jaw, and the government of 
Nicaragua bad no more right to change the 
coast line of the United States, In relation te 
Great Britain or auy other power, without con- 
sent of the United States. She had, right to 


change ihe coast lines between the capes of 
i lorida and the bay of Galvyes- 
ton. He thought, however, that 


es hetween the Tehauntepec projectand the 
Nicaragna canal project, the advantages were 
with the latter.

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CRAZED BY MONEY. 


THE BIRMINGHAM CRANK LOOSE 
AGAIN. 


Ee Goes Along the Street Presenting Every 
Man he Metts with a Vive Dollar Gold Piece— 
Zhe Strange Advertisements of this 


Eccentric Man-—Charged with Lunacy. 


New York, February 7.—[{Special.]—A. S. 
Austin, the wealthiest capitalist of Birming- 
ham, Ala., whese eccentricities have caused 
general comment during the past two or three 
weeks, has once more come to the front. It 
appears that a few years ago he invested some 
money in real estate in Birmingham, Ala. This 
purchase proved so rich a speculation through 
the industrial development, that when he sold 
out last November, he found himself in posses- 
sion of a fortune estimated at between 
two and three hundred thonsand dollars. 
Since then it seems to have been his object to 
get rid of his money as speedily as possible. 
His relations, thinking him insane, 
bave taken steps to restrain him. To this 
course he has made a violent protest in a com- 
muuication to an afternoon paper. In it he 
gives the story of his arrestand examination 
fcr insanity. In substance, it is as follows: 

Having returned from a trip to Birmingham 
Jast Thursday afiernoon, he was banded a tele- 
gram purporting’to come from his sister at 
Chicopee, Mass., stating that his wife was very 
ill, and requesting his instant presence. He 
hastenedto his father’s house in Chicopee, and 
found a squad of officers waiting toarrest him. 
Ife was hurried cff to the house of detention 
without knowing the reason of his arrest, 
Finally,to use his own words: ‘“‘ex-governors, 
judges, docters and others bored him with 
questions, exaemincd his tongue, eyes, etc., for 
proofs against him.’’ His communication ends: 
“The day is not distant when this talk of crank 
and insanity, as attached to the victim of this 
cause, will not be heard in the streets and cor- 
iders of this city.” 

Many remarkable stories are current rezard- 
ipg him. He claimed to tell an honest man 
by locking him in theeye.

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NON-DELIVERY OF MBSSAGES. 


A Verdict Against the Western Union Te!- 
egraph Company. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., February 7.—A suit was 
decided just before oe Saturday@by the 
superior court, giving jadgment for damages 
against the Western Union telegraph company 
for failure to deliver a dispatch sent by Can- 
non, Fetzer & Wadsworth, general merchants, 
to Tannahill & Co., of New York, to cover 50) 
bales of cotton futures. The judgment was for 
$1,200. The question was: ‘‘Was there dam- 
age by negligence of the defendants’ operatcr 
at Concord, or at New York, and if so what 
amount of damage? and were the plaintiffs 
engaged in a wager contract involving the de- 
livery of cotion futures which was void under 


statute ?” The defendant, the West- 
ein . Union telegraph company pleaded 
that the company had stipulate! that 


it would not be responsible in sending messages 
unless repeated, for which an additional charge 
was made; second, that the plaintiff’s dealings 
in New York were wagering contracts aud 
void as against public policy; third, that the 
telegram being in cipher, the company could 
net, in any event, be held liable to more than 
nominal damages. 

The court held, Judge Gilmer presiding, that 
the contract by which defendant sought to pro- 
tect itself from liability was void in so far as it 
attempted to protect the defendant from errors 
arising from the negligence of operators. 

The court charged, if the jary believed that 
contract was a wagering contract to deliver 
cotton intended by the contracting parties to 
be setticd by the payment of differences instead 
of the actual delivery of cotton, then the con- 
tract would be against public policy and that 
the plaintiffs couid not recover. Also it was 
not necessary tomake the defendant liable for 
actual damages, that they should know the 
contents of the message if its operators or 
agents were informed and believed, and mes- 
eage related to commercial business and was 
important. The trial occupied five days of the 
court and every inch of legal ground was cov- 
ered by both sides. The verdict of jury was 
for the full amount claimed to have been lost 
by the plaintiffs with legal interest. The case 
has been appealed to the supreme court of the 
State,

New Men Rapidly Filling the Striking Long-

New YorK, February 7.—The railroads to- 
day offer more facilities for shipping than Sat- 
urday, so far as goes an increased number of 
men and the freight receiving warehouses 
opencé, but the moment it is ascertained there 
is a new door opened for receiving freight, it is 
promptiy choked by offerings which lie in 
wait. Some of the piers have enough men and 
are kept reasonably clear; on others, where 
nearly all are green hands, great confusion ex- 
ists, and quite a number of piers remained 
closed. The steamship docks are in a better 
condition, and seem to be handling all freight 
offered, but the amount so offered is said to be 
rcmarkably light as compared with other Mon- 
days before the strike. Both sides seem as 
stubborn as ever, and there seems no prospect 
of an end of the strike. 

The stevedores of New York produce ex- 
change today held a meeting and took meas- 
ures to fill the place of the strikers tomorrow. 

In Brooklyn much suffering exists from the 
lack of coal. Deaiers cannot get men to work 
except ina few cases. Grocers sell coal for 
thirty cents a bushel. Charitable organiza- 
tions cannot get coal. In the city hall the ele- 


vator cannot be used for lack of coal. The

The Employes of the South Boston Horse 


tailroad Stop Their Work. 

Botron, February 7.—The employes of the 
Scuth Boston horse railroad, at a meeting 
which lasted until three o'clock this morning. 
voted unanimously te tie up the roads today, 
and in pursuance of this vote no cars were 
taken out this morning. This is one of the 
lergest horse railroads in the city. 

The men are opposed to the present superin- 
tendent, aud want ten hours’ work of a twelve 
hour day. The difficulty seems to be chiefly 
in making out time tables. 

The company claims that it is impossible to 
arrange them so as to give ten hours inside of 
twelve and proper time for meals. 

The tracklayers and car repairers of the 
South Boston road have joined the strikers. 
After a determination to tie up, road commit- 
tees were at once appointed to patrol the 
streets and notify all patrons of the road that 
there were no cars running this morning and 
to watch the stables and inform all of the em- 
ployes who appeared to go to work that their 
brothers had decided to tie up. Every man 
who voted to tie up also took a pledge to ab- 
stain from al! intoxicating liquors while the 
tie up might last. This morning every 
stable was guarded by employes of the road 
iO prevent morning cars being taken out. A 
detachment of police was sent to the stables to 
protect the property of the road and men who 
might undertaketo run outacar. Up to noon 
rot a non-union man had appeared upon the 
scene at either stable to take out a car. 

The directors of the company met this after- 
noon and decided to advertise for men at once 
to fill the places of the strikers. The directors 
expressed themselves determined to fight the 
maiter to the last. Anattempt will probably 
be made to run the cars tomorrow.

THE IRISH LEADER MOVES 
AMENDMENT 


HIS 


To the Address in Repiy to the Queen's Spsech— 
The “Plen of the Campaign” Meets His 
Approvel—Coercion Pronounced a Fail- 
ure in Ireland—Foreign News. 


Lonpon, February 7.—In the house of com- 
mons teday Mr. Parrell moved his amendment 
to the address in reply to the queen’s speech, 
The amendment is as follows: 

The relations between the owners and oocupiers 
of land in Ireland have not been seriously dis- 
turbed in the cases of thos¢ who efanted to their 
tenants such abatements as were demanded by the 
prices of agricultural and pastoral preduce. The 
remedy for the crisis in Irish agrarian affairs will 
be found, not in an increased stringency of crimi- 
nal procedure, or in the pursuit of such novel, 
doubtful and unconstitutional measures as those 
recently taken by her majesty’s government, or 
such a reform of law and system of government as 
will satisfy the needs and secure the confidence of 
the Irish people. 

Mr. Parnell maintained that if the bill for 
the stopping of evictions, which he introduced 
last session, had been passed the condition of 
Ireland would have been greatly improved. 
The operations of the measure would have 
effectually prevented the present disturbed 
relations between landlords and tenants in 
Ireland. The blame forthe present serious 
position of Irish domestic affuirs rested with 
the government. The government, despite 
this, seemed about to renewthe mistake of 
attempted coercion in Ireland. The speaker 
solemnly warned the government that if they 
again tried coercion they would again fail, as 
they always had failed when trying that 
policy. 

Coercion would never bring about a better 
state of affairs in Ireland or assist in estab- 
lishing peaceful relations between the two 
countries. [Cries of “Oh!” “Oh!’ and cheers 
from the Irish members.] If the government's 
proposed alternation of the criminal procedure 
acts meant an attack on the rights of Irish- 
men, the immediate resuit would be that Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, chief secretary for Ire- 
land, and the marquis of Londonderry, 
Viceroy, would find themselves rapidly de- 
scending an incline plane, and they would 
soon come asking parliament for more coer- 
cion. Sir Michael Hicks-Leach, wished to at- 
tack the authors of the “plan of 
campaign.” He thought to crush the plan by 
muzzling his opponentsand putting them into 
jail. All past experience had shown that the 
work of suppression would only begin when 
such things were done, for secret societies 
wows spring up and agrarian, and political 
crimes would revive in their worst forms. The 
government had already been guilty of unpre- 
cedented action in the manner in which they 
hed conducted the prosecation of John Dillon. 
They bad been equally arbitrary in the method 
employed to suppress the Sligo meetings and 
in the adoption of the method of striking off 
juries in such @ way as to exclude Catholics. 

The speaker asked if any government could 
expect thata nation, three-fourths of whose 
population were Catholics, would be content 
to have a rejection oftheir faith in jury trials 
of their country. Referring to the Gleinbeigh 
evictions, Mr. Parnell declared that the land- 
lerds gave their tenants a month only in 


which to find five years rent arrears and costs, 


The ultimate offer made by the landlords 
to take half a year’s rent looked generons, but 
the costs involved amounted to over two year’s 
rent. 

The national league, Mr. Parnell continned, 
never interferred until the work of eviction 
vas in fullswing. As one who had no respon- 
sibility in bringing forward the plan of cam- 


paign, be could speak freely upon it. Many 
tepants, who now had a reof over their 
heads, wonld have been cast 
out upon the bare hillsides but 


fur the plan. The reduction in the number of 
evictions forthe last quarter was mainly due 
tothe plan. The government had waited two 


months before declaring the plan illegal. Was 
it illegal? That remained to be seen. In the 


meanwhile he attached no importance to the 
assertien of Jlegality. The government talked 
of robbery: cf landlords; forgetting that almost 
the title to Irish land was founded upon whole- 


sale robbery and coniiscation, The balk 
of improvements made by tenants 


bad been seized by landlords who had long 
been robbing the tenants of the products of 
their labor and embezzling their rights. [Irish 
cheers. | 

Mr. Parnell went on to condemn coercion as 
an incitemcnt to conspiracy. . He taunted the 
tories with the declaration that if they got the 
powers of oppression equal to thoseof the 
czar, they would never be able to administer 


them under a _ constitutional govern- 
ment, as long as Irish mem- 
bers had seats in parliament. [Cheers.] 


Even now at the eleventh hour, ifthe governe 
ment refrains from the policy of exasperation 
and stopped the infliction of injustice by legal 
enactmerts and the system of repre33ion, which 
bad done more to demoralize Irish tenants 
than all the foreign agitators from New York 
to SanFrancisco, If they would give Ireland 


power todo for herself what England 
seemed to have neither the 
wish not the power to do, 


Jreland would show, by her laws, tranquility 
and prosperity, how unfairly she had becn 
treated in the past, and how unjust was the 
assertion that the Irish were not law-abiding 
people. [Cheers.] 
P. McDonald, nationalist, member for north 
Sligo, seconded the amentment. 
‘Mr. Panell’s criticism of the successful re- 


sults of the plan and his comparison 
of its effect in modifying 
the relations be :ween landlord 


and tenant, which he called a helter-skelter 
harum-searum proceedure of the government's 
agents. which had intensified disorder, was 
cheered by the whole opposition side. The 
speech was notable more for diplomatic calm-~ 
ness and fineese, than brilliance, and secured 
all hesitant members. 

Mr. Parneil spoke with 
much exhausted at the end. 

Mr. Gladstone promises to support the Par- 
nell amendment. 

Mr. Parnell denies that he is going to the 
continent. He says his physician is well satis- 
fied with bis progress.

Windthorst Says the Center Party Cannot 
Comply with the Pope’s Wishes. 

Periin, February 7.—Dr. Windthorst,leader 
of the center (Catholic) party in the German 
reichstag, in a political address delivered in 
Cologne yesterday, took a position in opposi- 
tion to the pope’s recently expressed wish that 
the center party adopt a policy of.conciliation 
cn the septennate bill in order to evable the 


pope to mect the views of Prince Bis- 
marck and secure improvement in 
the position of the papacy. Dr. Wind- 


trorst seid that the pope's advocacy of the 
scr tennate bill was independent of the merits 
of the measure, and arose from reasons of ex- 
pediency and from political consideration. If 
it bad been possible to comply with the wishes 
of his holiness, Dr. Windthorst said, the center 
party would have done so, but nobody could 
accomplish the impossibi>. The pope woald 
not be displeased with his faithful sous in Ger- 
many for their refusal to comply with his po- 
litical wishes when he had closely examined 
into the reasons which impelled them.

In the senate discussion of the Beck bill, 
prohibiting members of congress from ac- 
cepting fees as attorneys for railroads, cor- 
porations, etc., Pre-Adamite Hoar waxed 
warm and declared that the bill was a blow 
at the dignity and honor of thesenate.

The system advocated by the leading anti-mo- 
nopoly members, has the advantage of simplicity 
of operation and of successful trial. It isthe Illi- 
sic n system which has been decided constitutional 
by the courts of that state and bythe supreme 
court of the United States, and may, therefore, be 
regarded as impregnable to legal assaults. It has 
alto proved satisfactory in Georgia, the most pros- 
perous and best managed state in the south. Mis- 
souri is eminently adapted tothe operation of the 
fame method, for article 12 of the constitution of 
1875 is copied verbatim from the constitution of 
Iilinois. There is nothing, then,in sucha law 
which need cause doubt. The railroads of Illinois 
and Georgia are working along comfortably, earn- 
ing tair protits and obeying the provisions of the 
Statutes, whilethe people are satisfied that their 
interests are not being ridden over by careless cor- 
porations,

Shocking Railroad Disasters. 

The recent horror on the Vermont Ceutral 
railroad was a blood curdling afiair, but 
twenty years ago there was an accident on 
the same road at Hanlan bridge, in which 
fifteen persons were killed. 

In the record of memorable railroad dis- 
asters during the past thirty years the Ver- 
mont calamity is more than matched in two 
or three instances, as will appear from the 
following summary furnished by the Phila- 
delphia Press:

rom the Railroad Gazette we learn that 
in 1886 there were 1,211 accidents; twelve 
per cent. less thay the average for the pre- 
vious five years, In 1886, 416 persons 
were killed, against 307 the year before. 
The average number killed during the past 
live years is 504, and the average number in- 
jured is 1,605.

Some Mineral Statistics. 

The statistical volume entitled ‘‘The 
Mineral Resources of the United States,’’ is- 
sued by the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, is fullof suggestive parts and figures. 

Jt appears that in 1885 our total com- 
mercial product of coal oi all kinds was 95,- 
©54,700 lope tons, valued at $152,915,108, Of 
this amount Alabama produced 2,225,000 
tons, an increase during the year. of over 
eleven per cent. The phenomenal growth 
of coal mining in this state will be appreci- 
ated when the statement is made that in 
Is72 only 10,000 tons were mined, 

The coal statistics from Georgia, owing to 
some inexcusable negligence on the part of 
somebody do not appear. To quote the lan- 
guage ofthe report: ‘‘No reliable statistics 
have been gathered of the amount of coal 
mined in the borthwestern part of the state. 
ltiscurrently reported that the annual 
production for both 1834 and 1885 was 200,- 
000 tons. Itis believed that upon a con- 
servative estimate the coal prodaction dar- 
ing did not exceed 150,000 short 
tovs.”’ 

The pig iron production of the couatry 
for 1s» was 4,529,869 tons. Of this amount 
Alabama produced 227,43" tons, and Geor- 
gia 32,924 tons. Itisto be regretted that 
the report does not include the marvelous 
studies made in the iron industry in Ala- 
bama, Tennessee and Georgia during the 
yeag 1&6, 

Concerning manganese the report states 
thatthe Cartersville or Etowah district of 
Georgia is second in point of production. It 
was in this district.that the first ferro-man- 
ganese in the United States was made by 
Mr. Willard P. Ward, and it is also claimed 
that this was the first furnace of the kind 
that was an economic success in any coun- 
try. The production of manganese in this 
regicn reached 2,580 long tons in 1885 and 
netted an average of 5.19 per ton. 

Even these statistics are full of encourage- 
ment, but in three years more men will look 
back to them as the humble beginnings of 
the great southern mineral boom, We have 
undertaken the job of turning the bowels of 
the earth inside ont, and we are going to 
do it, 
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Cotton Facts and Figures. 

The Financial Chronicle’s weekly , figures 
show that for the week ending last Friday 
evening,the total receipts have reached 13v,- 
753 bales, against 132/531 bales last week, 
155,e°4 bales the previous week, and/142,915 
bales three weeks since; making the total 
receipts since the Ist of September, 1586, 4,- 
4°6,582 bales, against 4,235,664 bales for the 
same period of 1885-86, showing an increase 
since September 1, 1886, of 250,718 bales. 
The exports for the week ending Friday 
reach a total of 131,037 bales, of which 71,- 
«98 were to Great Britain, 19,712 to France, 
o9,0.7 to the rest of the continet. 

ihe imports into the continental ports for 
the same time have been 74,000 bales. There 
wag an increase in the cotton in sight Fri- 
day night of 244,186 bales as compared with 
the same date of 1886, an incrase of 292,422 
bales as compared with the corresponding 
date of 1985 and a decrease of 115,595 bales 
as compared with 1884, 

The old interior stocks have decreased dur- 
ing the week 11,143 bales and were Friday 
night 134,569 bales less than the same period 
last year. The receipts at the same towns 
have been 7,047 bales more than the same 
week last year, and since September 1, the 
receipts at all the towns 69,383 bales 
more than for the same time In 1885-86, 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1886, were 4,774,934 
bales; in 1885-86 were 4,688,827 bales; in 
1s*4-85 were 4,471,352 bales. Altogether, 
the receipts at the outports the past week 
were 130,753 bales. The acttial movement 
from the plantations was only 116,004 bales, 
the balance being taken from the stocks 
at the interior towns. Last year the re- 
ceipts from the plantations for the same 
wiek were 115,089 bales, and for 1885 they 
were 80,703 bales. 

The Chronicle’s statement of the overland 
mavement, receipts, exports, spinners’ tak- 
ings, ete, are brought down today to Feb- 
ruary Ist, and nowcover the first five, and 

nths of the cotton erop 
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season. Rail shipments during January have 
been very free and largely exceedjthe move- 
ment for thesame month in either of the two 
preceding years. 
month are 191,732 bales, against 105,812 
bales in 1886, and 145,914 balesin 1885, In 
this connection, however, it must be re- 
membered that the small movement in Jan- 
uary, 1-6, was in part the result of inter- 
ruption to railroad traffic occasioned by the 
severe weatlier which prevailed. For the 
season to date, the aggregate reaches 869,- 
i-8 bales, and is the heaviest ever recorded 
for that period. The net for January also ex- 
hibits a considerable gain over that for the 
sae month for last yesr, but shows a de- 
cline from the figures for 1885. For the tive 
months of the current season the excess over 
1-85-86 is now 24,021 bales, while in com- 
parison with 1884-85 the increase is 140,742 
bales, 

Receipts at the ports during the month 
have been quite liberal, reaching 644,681 
bales and exceeding the totals for January of 
both 1886 and 1885—the former by 101,288 
bales and the latter by 163,926 bales. The 
total receipts for the tive months exhibit an 
increase of 262,448 bales over the corres- 
ponding period of last season, and 262,517 
bales over the same time in 1284-85. Exports 
to foreign ports have been of much heavier 
volume during January than for the same 
month of either the two previous years, the 
shipments for the month of this year being 
740,887 bales, while in 1886 they reached 
191,505 bales, and two yearg ago were 548,- 
“Is bales. The total for the season, thcre- 
fore, exhibitsa large excess. 

The amount of cotton marketed since Sep- 
tember Ist in 1886-87 is 316,469 bales more 
than in 1885-86,and 453,259 bales more than 
in 1-84-85, 

Northern spinners had up to February 1, 
taken 1,140,897 bales, adecrease from the 
corresponding period in 1885-586 of 48,865 
bales, and an increase over the same time 
in 1884-85 of 174,925 bales, The movement 
up to February |, of the present year is 
157,469 bales more than in 188586, and 490,- 
209 bales greater than in 1884-85, The 
movement upto l’ebruary 1,shows a decrease 
of the average weight as compared with the 
same period of last year, the average this 
year beipg 185-46 lbs. per bale, against 439- 
36 Ibs. per bale for the same time in 185 
and 4=0-.23 lbs. in 1Ss4, 

The market for staple cotton goods opened 
quiet, but there was a marked improvement 
in the demand towards thc middle of the 
mouth, trom which time until the close a 
fairly satisfactory business was transacted 
by commission merchants and leading job- 
bers. Prices of plain and colored cotton re- 
main very firm because of the limited stock 
on hand, and various makes of brown cot- 
tons, corset jeans, wide sheeting, etc., have 
been slightly advanced by the mill agents

Arnold After His Treason. 

Reader, Darien, Ga.: What was the career of 
Benedict Arnold after his treason’ 

Within three months from the time when his 
treason was discovered Arnold was sent by Sir 
Henry Clinton on a marauding expedition to Vir- 
ginia, andin the course of one of his raids an 
American captain was taken prisoner. ‘‘What do 
you suppose my fate would be?”’ inquired Arnold, 
“if my misguided Fcountrymen were to take me 
prisoner?’ The captain’s reply was prompt end 
frank: “They would cut off the leg that was wound- 
ed at Quebec and Saratoga, and bury it with the 
honors of war, and the rest of youthey would hang 
on a gibbet.” After the close of the war, when 
Arnold with his wife made England their home, 
he sometimes had to encounter similar expres- 
sions cofcontempt. The earl of Surrey once, seeing 
him in the gallery of the house of commons, asked 
the speaker to have him put out, that the house 
might not be contaminated by the presence of such 
a traitor, and in 1792 the earl of Lauder- 
dale used such language about him in 
the house of Jlords as to lead to a 
bloodlesss duel between Arnold and the noble garl 
It does not appear, however, that Arnold was uni- 
versally despised in ae Rg Influenced by the 
political passions of the day, Many persons were 
ready to condone his crime, and his generous and 
affectionate nature won him many friends. Lord 
Cornwallis became strongly attached to him and 
always treated him with respect. Mrs. Arnold, 
who was esteemed the most fascinating woman in 
England, proved herself a devoted wife and moth- 
er, and the record of her four sons during long 
years of service inthe British army was highly 
honorable. The second son, Lieutenant General 
Sir James Robertson Arnold, served with distinc- 
tionin the war against Napoleon. A grandson, 
who was killed in the Crimean war, was especial- 
ly mentioned by Lord Raglan for valor and skill. 
Another grandson. Qey. Edward Arnold, is now 
rector of a parish in Norfolk. The family has inter- 
married with the peerage, and has secured for it- 
self an honorable place among the landed gentry 
of England. But the terrible disgrace of their an- 
cestor is felt even to this day. Al! family tradition 
goes to show that the last daysof Arnold in Lon- 
don were years of bitter remorse and self-reproach, 
His mind kept reverting to his old friendship with 
Washington. He had always carefully preserved 
the American uniform which he wore on the day 
when he made his escape tothe Vulture, and as 
he felt the last minutes of life coming, he called 
for this uniform and put iton and decorated him- 
self with the epaulettes and sword knot that Wash- 
ington had given him after thé victery of Saratoga. 
“Let me die,” he said, ‘in the uniform in which 
I won my battles. May God forgive me for putting 
on any other.”’ And so Benedict Arnold died.

LA SIN VENTURA. 


A Lurid Story of the Great Santiago Earth- 
quake. 

_ The following interesting account of the des- 

truction of ancient Santiago is taken from Hubert 


Howe Bancrofi’s history of Central America: aad 


When Europeans first entered the city of Santiago, 
it nestled nearly under the tropical sun of Guate- 
mala, in a patural hollow formed in the side of the 
lofty Volcan de Agua. The mouth of the crater, 
standing some 15,000 feet above the level of the sea, 
rose stern and high in beautiful symmetry above 
the town below, and the occasional quaking of the 
great mcuntain told the inhabitants how near they 
were to the terrible pent-up forces within; but 
while they knew only too well what their fate 
wouid be should a great convulsion rend the 
mountain, they dreamed of no danger from the 
lake which lay sleeping within the vast crater far 
above them, peacefully sparkling in its rock-bound 
bed. Butitwas nota convulson of nature that 
oppressed the inhabitants of :Santiazo 
in the latter part of August, 15il; 
demorstrations of sorrow arose on every 
side, and the cathedral wasdraped in black, and 
the city put on its habiliments of woe, because the 
news had come of the death of Alvarado, the dar- 
ing Spanish cavalier and conquerer. Not ail the 
expressions of sorrow were conventional; Donna 
Beatriz, the commander’s widowed wife, was so 
stricken by the sudden blow that she 
seemed bereft of reason, Weepiog and 
screaming, she beat her face an tore 
her hair, and groanedin the very ecstasy of grief. 
She caused her house to be stained black, both in- 
side and out, and draped itin the deepest mourn- 
ing. For days she neither ate nor slept; all efforts 
to appease her met with passionate outbursts that 
seemed impious tothe religious ears, and she re- 
pelled alike the appeals of friends ard the consola- 
tion offered by the priests. Meanwhile funeral 
services were celebrated by the bishop with all 
possible solemnity, and prayers were offered each 
a, for the repose of the departed conquerors 
soul. 

By Alvarada’s death the province had lost its 
governor, and it was necessary, in spite of the 
mourning, to fillthe place. At a special meeting 
of the authorities Bora Beatriz herself was suggest- 
ed, and she wes formally elected governor. The 
cabildo then wentin a body to her house and there 
tendered her the appointment. Her violent grief 
for the loss of her lord did not prevent her from as- 
suming|the rulershipin accordance with the wish 
of the authorities. “he thanked the municipality 
forthe honor and accepted the position, promising 
to serve with zeal his majesty, the king of spain 
and to devote herselfto the welfare of the proy- 
ince. Thereupon the ceremony of installation at 
once took place. After taking the prescribed oath 
of office, she appointed her brother, Francis de la 
Cueva, lieutenant governor, giving him, with 
some exceptions, full power to act for her 
in all matters. But the honors of the high 
porition thus thrust upon the  uanfortu- 
nate lady were not destined to be hers more than 
forty-ei cht hours; and, asif guided by a premoni- 
tion of ber impending doom, she signed herself, in 
the decument of appcintment, “La Sin Ventura 
Dora Beatriz,’’ aud a iine drawn through Dora 
Beatriz seemed to suggest that in the future she 
wished to be known as La Sin Ventura—the hap- 
less one. 

Meanwhile the elements added their gloom to 
fated Santiago. Biack, heavy clouds had com. 
menced a downpour on the day before the instatla- 
tion, and for two days, until September 10, 1541, the 


rain descended in torrents, filling, with the aid of 


the unusually heavy rains that had already falien 
during the season, the lake in the towering crater 
above to its very brim, without being noticed by 
the preoccupied city. On the night oft 
the 10th, two hours after nightfall, San- 
tiggo was startled by a strange and terri- 
ble roar, coming in the darkness from far 
above their heads, and heard above the raging 
tempest. The edge of the crater had burst, possi- 
bly by an earthquake, and the liberated waters of 
the Jake poured down the voleano’s side, gather- 
ing in their embrace great trees and masses of rock 
to hurl with its impetuous flood upon the doomed 
city, ten thousand feet below. 

La Sin Ventura, at the first-alarm, gathered her 
maids around her and hastened from her house to 
the oratorio. She had barely quittedthe building 
before the flood struck the house, drowning a large 
number of Indians of both sexes and sweeping two 
chaplains out through the window.«The entire 
structure was demolished, with the single 
tion of her apartment, where she would have been 
safe had she remained; but she had flel to, the 
Chapel, seeking a vain hope in prayer, and the ay- 
alanche’of waters struck the building, burying her 
and her hand-maidens beneath the ruins. 

When day dawned the scene of desolation was 
heartrending. The water had passed away, aud 
on all sides the ruins of the city were exposed to 
view. Mostof the houses had been overthrown or 
swept away, and the few that remained were so 
filled with mud that they were untenantable. 
Whole families had perished. The streets were 
choked up with accumulated debris, trunks of mn- 
tilated trees and huge rocks, andscattered through- 
out ajl this wreck lay disfigured corpses and Car- 
casses of drowned cattle. 

Scon began the sad search for the dead, to be fol- 
lowed by themournful burial. The body of La Sin 
Ventura, her gloomy forebodings fulfilled, was re 
covered with most of those who ha@perished with 
her. Her remains were interred with due solem- 
nity near the high alitarof the cathedral, and those 
of her companions were reverently laid side by 
side in a common grave. While the last rites of 
the church were performed forthe behoof of this 
hapless lady, the stricken community regarded the 
catastrophe which bad befallenthem as a mani- 
festation of divine wrath; most of the survivors 
thought it a punishment for their own sins, Dut 
some attributed the cause of God’s anger to the 
intemperate ‘anguage used by La Sin Ventura in 
her frenzied grief. It was recalled, too, that many 
supernatural horror had appeared during the ter- 
rible nighr. 

Nevertheless, the gloom which had fallen upon 
the community was dispelled before many days 
had passed, but at every threatening change of the 
sky the panic stricken settlers sought safety on the 
hills. A general desire to abandon the spot pre- 
vailed, and many inhait: nts left it to reside on 
tbeir farms, while those who remained, not dar- 
ing to oceupy the few®houses left standing, built 
a large barrack on the outskirts of the town as a 
common dwelling place. To arrest total abandon- 
mentof the place and the dispersion of the inhab- 
itants, the cabildo, or executive council, issued a 
decree on the 22d of October prohibiting any citi- 
zen from leaving, under avery beavy pecuniary 
fine. Thecapital, however, was finally removed 
to another site, and long after, on the anniversary 
of the disaster, a penitential procession, attended 
by the civil and ecclesiastical orders, left the new 
city at daybreak and visited the destroyed San- 
tiezo, bearing crosses in their hands, chanting the 
litany and praying for the safety of their city. Toe 
people marched, in all humility,to the former 

cathedral, where mass wascelebrated and the 
graves of the dead were decorated.

Dow was a great 
character and always had large congregations.

By reason ofj his eccentricities he 
was frejuently the subject ofa joke or anecdote. 
There is one whicb was credited to him over fity 
yearsago, butl think it was ili-timed and was 
not, judging from what Ihave gathered of the 
character of the man, altogether true. it wason 
the cecasion of a visit he paid to this vicinity 
not long before he passed to his reward.

The first one occurred 
at Noonday ai and two others followed at Pop- 
feo’s creek, between Big Shanty and Marietta. 
These washouts coming in such quick succes- 

company found itself in 
straitened circumstances finan- 
the destruction of property being 
so great. Then to make the condition of the 
affairs of the Western and Atlantic still worse, 
low freight rates prevailed, and there was also 
g falling off in business, both in the ®passenger 
and freight departments. Things began to 
look very gloomy. The company found itself 
hampered on all sides—a tight money market, 
a falling off in its business and increased pay- 
rolls, incident to damage to the property. So 
a reduction in the wages of all employes, ex- 
cept in the locomotive department, was decided

No complaint was raised by those 
affected. They accepted the decree of the 
company in good faith, and returned to their 
posts of duty. Everybody went to work with 
a will, expressing the hope that the company 
would soon overcome its difficulties, and feel- 
ing that many months would not pass before 
the promised increase was granted. Tlie 
washouts were repaired in due time, increased 
passenger and freight tratiic was realized and 
freight rates were restored.

NEW YORK STOCKS.

NEW YORK, February 7.—There was again a 
moderate degree of activity in the stock market 
today, although theonly really agfive stocks -were 
St. Paul and Reading, outside of which there was 
little feature of interestin the trading. St. Paul 
wasa great feature and was well supported by 
the new pool. There was some buying by foreign- 
ers egriy in the day, and atter an opening which 
was fractionally higher than Saturday’s close, the 
temptation to realize upon the advances of the last 
two days of last week was too strong to be resisted, 
and the entire market sagged off under free offer- 
The opening was strong at advances over 
Faturday’s closing figures of from 4, to 54 per cent. 
The market was active inthe early dealings, but 
trading was marked by considerable feverishness 
and irregularity and while some few advances 
were made a genera ly heavy tone overspread the 
list. The market ra ied in the first hour and con- 
siderable strength was shown by the Richmond 
and Western, but towards noon weakness was again 
apparent, and after that time the entire list yielded 
slowly on acontinually decreasing volume of busi- 
ness. Many stocks showed some slight improve- 
mentin the last hour, butthe close was generally 
weak at or near the lowest p reached. The 
sales were 351,000 shares. The net result of the 
day’s business isirregular changes for fractional 
amounts only, which are about equally divided 
between gains and losses.

Agaric was floored, but the wine rooms were 
not molested. 

Early in tke session Mayor Cooper asked the 
special committee appointed several weeks ago 
to consider and prepare an ordinance govern- 
ing the sale of agaric if it was ready to report. 

“The ordinance has been prepared and we 
are ready to submit it,” answered Mr. Angier, 
chairman of the committee. “But the com- 
mittee could not agree upon the paper, and we 
have two reports to submit—a majority and a 
minority. Shall I read the ordinance ?” 

THE ORDINANCE PRESENTED, 
“Yes, you may read the ordinance first, and 


then we will hear the reports afterwards,” said 
the mayor. . 
Mr. Angier arose, and unfolding a large 


batch of papers, began reading the ordinance. 
The council chamber was fall of citizens, and 
as Mr. Angier read the attention given him 
was something unusual, The ordinance read : 

‘The mayor and general councilof the city o 
Atianta do ordain : 

Section 1.. No license heretofore or hereafter 
issued tosell domestic winesin said city shall 
authorize or protect the holder th ereof in selling, 
or furnishing, or keeping for sale, agaric, or any 
substance of similar character, under the same or 
different name; and any person who shall, in said 
city, sell or furnish, or keep for sale, agaric, or sim 
ilar substance, shall be subject to the enalty pre- 
scribed in the third section of this ordinanée, 

See, No person shall in said city sell or fur- 

ish, or keep ior sale, domestic wines containing 
- ore than twenty-five per cent of aleohol: nor 
shall apy person in said city Sell or furnish, or keep 


for sale, domestic wines compounded or mixed 

vate brandy, whisky, or other aleoholic or fer- 

ted liquor er liquors, or domestic wines 

dt ulterated with any other substance, which is 
p nous or injurious to health. 

Sec. 3. Any person violating either of the fore- 

going provisions of this ordinance, shall on convic- 


tion thereof be fined not exceeding one hundred 

dollars, or imprisonment not longer than thirty 

days, cither or both, in the discretion of the court. 
MR. ANGIER DISAGREES. 

“Now, may it please your honor, that ordi- 
nance does not meet my views. I do not think 
it should be adopted, and have signed the re- 
port in that direction. In fact, three of the 
commbittec—a majority of the committee—agree 
with me, and the majority report opposes the 
adoy.tion of the ordinance, while the minority 
repo: t favors it. While I havethe floor, shall I 
read the majority report?” said Mr. Angier. 

“Tf you please,” answered Mayor Cooper. 

“Before beginning the reading I should like 
to say,” said Mr. Angier, “that 1 am sorry we 
could not agree, but we found ourselves unable 
todoso. The majority report is signed by my- 
self, Mr. Mecaslin and Mr. Beutell, and is: 

THE MAJORITY REPORT, 

Your committee report adversely on this ordi- 
nance, although favoring a part of it, for these rea- 
eons, viz.: No evidence or authority was adduced 
before us that ‘‘agaric’’ contains any of the con- 
stituent elements, or is adrink that would come 
under the ban of section VI. of the local option act.

As to the‘amount of alcohol to be allowed in do- 
mestic wines kept for sale, the nnderatened favors 
the adoption of the proposed ordinance for the rea- 
son that we areinformed and believed that un- 
adulterated domestic wines do not contain the per 
cent of alcohol mentioned in said proposed ordi- 
nance. 

Believing, also, thatJaws enacted by the direct 
vote of the people should be enforced until altered 


or repealed throughj proper agencies, we recom- 
mend, if germain to the matter in hand, that the 
committee on ordinance be instructed to prepare 


and report to this body an ordinaace restriciing the

Epirors CONSTITUTION: There appeared in 
THE CONSTITUTION sOme time ago (without consul- 
tation with the proprietor) an article about a pur-
